ftar, dire&ting its courfe towards them, and apparently growing 
larger and larger, till it difappeard not far from them, when it 
left their faces, hands, and cloaths, and all the neighbouring 
objeéts, fuddenly itaminated with a diffufed and lambent light, 
attended with no noife at all.’ This was obferved at the fame 
time by a gardener in’ the neighbuurhood, who had feen the 
light particalarly {trong on the itreams from his water-pot. Dr 
Prieftly relates, likewife, an obfervation made by Mr Chalmers 
on board the Montague, commanded by Admiral Chambers, 
which was read at the Royal Society the 22d of March, 1749s 
——* On the 4th of November, 1749, it lat. 42. 48. longi- 
tude gs 3. as he was taking an obfervation on the quarter deck, 
one of che’Qgarter Matters deficed him to !ook to the wind- 
ward, when he obferved a large ball of fire rolling on the water, 
at about three miles diftant: Phey immediately lowered the top- 
fils, Se. but it came down % fait, that before'they could raife 
the main jack, they obferved the ball to rife almoft perpendicu< 
Jer, about forty or fifty yards from the main chains, when it 
went-off with an explofion as if hundreds of cannons had ken 
fired at once, and left fo great a fmell of brim{tone, that the 
thip feemed tg be nothing but fulphar. After the noife was o- 
ver, they fai. the main-top maft was fhattered into above an 
hundred pieces, and the main-maft quite rent down to the keel. 
Some of the fpikes, which wail the Gh of the, main-matt, were 
fteuck fo faitan the main-deck, that they were obliged to get
